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City Council to Change Policy 


On Fixing Driveway Aprons 


by Diane Oberg 

The Greenbelt City Council 
directed staff to prepare a pro- 
gram for the city to assume re- 
sponsibility for the maintenance 
and repair of residential driveway 
aprons located in the city right of 
way at its November 22 regular 
meeting. This program would re- 
verse a longstanding city policy 
that held homeowners responsible 
for maintaining driveway aprons. 
Although the vote on the motion 
_by Councilmember .Thomas 

White was unanimous, council 
was not of one mind on the is- 
sue. 

Councilmembers Edward 
Putens, Rodney Roberts, and 
White all argued that the city 
should assume the responsibility, 
although the details of their posi- 
tions varied somewhat. 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
felt that the homeowner should 
be responsible. Mayor Judith 
Davis raised a number of issues 
that must be addressed before a 
final policy decision is made. 

White’s motion directed staff 
to make recommendations regard- 
ing single and dual width aprons 
and any other elements needed to 
make the program fair and equi- 
table. This last phrase was sub- 
ject to different interpretations, 
however. Turnbull interpreted it 
to allow special assessments to

Small, yes, Amateurish — 
well that’s a matter of opinion. 
Old-fashioned — sure, if by that 
is meant dedication to facts, an 
avoidance of sensationalism and 
a certain concern for the feelings 
of our citizens in their times of 
trouble. Sometimes warmly sup- 
ported and sometimes vehe- 
mently attacked, but always cen- 
tral to the life of the community. 
We’re talking, of course, about 
the Greenbelt News Review, 
which is now completing its 
62nd year of continuous publica- 
tion. 

The paper is unique — the 
longest running, all-volunteer, co- 
Operative weekly newspaper in 
the United States — and has 
been featured in numerous books 
and television programs, as well 
as graduate theses and other stu- 
dent papers on Greenbelt, 
planned towns, and the coopera- 
tive movement. Some of these 
researchers have focused on the 
paper’s four-year, David-and- 
Goliath struggle against a 
$2,000,000 libel suit in which the 
paper was finally vindicated by 
the U.S. Supreme Court in 1970. 
The News Review decision 
struck a blow for freedom of the 
press, and the case 1s still studied 
and quoted as a significant legal 
precedent. 

In a town of many co-ops, the 
News Review is the next to the 





recoup the costs from the 
homeowners involved, allowing 
him to vote for the motion. 
Putens, White and Roberts stated 
their opposition to any such as- 
sessment. Putens opposed limit- 
ing the program to single width 
aprons, noting that the homes in 
Greenbelt East all have dual 
width driveways. 

According to Director of Plan- 
ning and Community Develop- 
ment Celia Craze, the city’s 
policy since at least the early 
1960’s has been that homeowners 
are responsible for maintaining 
and repairing the aprons. In a 
written report, she noted that in 
accepting streets for public main- 
tenance, the city specifically ex- 
cludes driveway aprons. She rec- 
ommended that this policy be 
continued, since it puts the re- 
sponsibility for maintenance on 
the homeowner who directly 
benefits from the apron. If the 
city assumes this responsibility, 
she noted, the costs will ulti- 
mately be borne by all city tax- 
payers. 

Other Jurisdictions 

The policies of nearby juris- 
dictions vary considerably. 
Prince George’s County, and the 
cities of Laurel and Cheverly 
hold the property owner solely 
responsible for apron mainte- 
nance. College Park and New

oldest. 

Originally a letter-sized mim- 
eographed publication consisting 
of 16 pages, then titled the 
Greenbelt Cooperative, the paper 
began publication on November 
24, 1937 — six weeks after the 
first families had occupied their 
homes. 

For those who have wondered 
how the paper gets out each 
week, the staff is largely volun- 
teer (or, at least, minimally paid 
with member dividends) and, in 
the Greenbelt tradition, organized 
as a labor co-operative. The paper 
is unconnected with the city gov- 
ernment, the other co-operatives 
in the city, or with Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. The paper gratefully 
accepts support from any segment 
of the community — from the 
city in the form of advertising 
and in housing for its operation; 
the Co-op grocery and GHI in 
corporate ads; and from the citi- 
zens when the financial pinch 
gets too tight. However, it is es- 
sentially self-supporting. 

The paper lives by its advertis- 
ing revenues, which cover all for- 
mal operations. 

History 

The early pioneers recognized 
the immediate need for a news 
medium to keep people informed 
of local events and to provide a 
forum for the exchange of views.. 
They laid down the principles that 


Carrollton pay to replace single 
width aprons, while the property 
owner is responsible for maintain- 
ing oversized aprons. Bowie and 
Bladensburg pay for all residential 
aprons while property owners 
must maintain nonresidential 
aprons. And, Riverdale Park and 
Hyattsville pay ail maintenance 
costs for driveway aprons. Putens 
said that Seat Pleasant and Mt. 
Rainer also pay all apron mainte- 
nance costs. Craze estimated that 
replacing a single width driveway 
apron would cost the city roughly 
$300. She estimated that an an- 
nual allocation of $10,000 would 
allow replacement of 30 - 35 
driveway aprons per year. In the 
initial years of a city replacement 
program, particularly if dual width 
aprons are included, more funds 
could be needed. 

Putens said that by taking re- 
sponsibility for repairing the 
aprons, the city will ensure con- 
sistency. Roberts argued that 
since developers are required to 
dedicate property to the city (for 
the right of way), the city does 
not then have the right to force 
the homeowner to repair that 
property. White noted that all mu- 
nictpalities surveyed except Laurel 
and Cheverly cover at least the 
cost of maintaining single width 


driveway aprons and proposed a

City Contributes $14,000 





Towards Y2K Celebration

For much of the past year, 
businesses, governments and citi- 
zens have been working to avoid 
problems when 1999 gives way 
to the year 2000. One group of 
citizens, however, has been work- 
ing to help Greenbelters welcome 
the infamous “Y2K” with a bang. 
At its November 22 regular 
meeting, the Greenbelt City 
Council voted to make this year’s 
Greenbelt New Year celebration 
the largest yet. 

On a unanimous vote, council 
approved an additional $8,000 
appropriation for the Greenbelt 
New Year celebration, roughly 
$1,000 of which will be used for 
entertainment at the New Deal 
Café. Along with the $6,000 ap- 
propriated in the budget, this 
brings the city’s contribution to 
$14,000. The committee hopes 
to raise approximately $10,500 
through sales of tickets and t- 
shirts to at least partially reim- 
burse the city. The Greenbelt 
New Year 2000 Committee hopes 
to sell 1500 to 2500 tickets this 
year, according to Chairman Earl 
Kepler, who added that the 
committee’s intent is to com- 
pletely cover*the cost of the 
event through t-shirt and conces- 
sion sales, sponsorships and 
ticket sales. City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin noted that 
even 1500 tickets would be twice 


Woman Bilked 


(Based on information pro- 
vided by Greenbelt Police) 

The Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment is investigating a confidence 
game in which the victim was 
bilked out of $5,000. The victim 
advised that on Wednesday, No- 
vember 24, as she was leaving the 
Chevy Chase Bank, 7515 
Greenbelt Road, she was ap- 
proached by a man who said that 
he had just come into the country 
from Africa and had a large sum 
of money that he could not bring 
back to his country.

The first 
Suspect agreed and all three got 
into the victim’s car and drove to 
another area of the parking lot. 
The second suspect then left the 
vehicle and came back a short 
time later with what he said was 
$5,000. After showing the money 
to the first suspect and the victim, 
the second suspect again left the 
vehicle, allegedly to deposit his 
money back in the bank. 


last year’s attendance. If just 
1500 tickets were sold, the com- 
mittee would be unable to cover 
$3,600 of the city’s funds. 

The committee plans to hold 
events in four locations: the Com- 
munity Center, the New Deal 
Café and Greenbelt Arts Center 
in Roosevelt Center, and the 
Youth Center. Countdowns to the 
New Year are planned in the 
Community Center “ballroom” 
and in Roosevelt Center. 

Councilmember Thomas White 
repeated his concern that the 
committee was “over-reaching™ 
with multiple venues, a concern 
that was supported in his view by 
“this sort of last minute request.” 
He also expressed concern that 
the multiple locations would have 
the effect of segregating the par- 
ticipants by age group, rather 
than continuing the family ori- 
ented approach of previous years’ 
celebrations. Councilmember Ed- 
ward Putens called the 
committee’s plan “an excellent 
idea.” 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts, although sharing White's 
concerns, called for giving the 
committee the benefit of the 
doubt, since they have done a 
good job in the past. —_He said 
that even if the city only recoups 
half its funds, it will be money 
well spent, by providing citizens

Automation 

The company with which the 
city contracted to provide new 
computer hardware and software 
for the police department has not 
complied with the terms of the 
contract. City Solicitor Robert 
Manzi reported that he has in- 
formed Streetguard, Inc., that the 
city is terminating the contract 
due to nonperformance.

policy for city maintenance and 
repair (not construction) of single 
width residential driveway aprons, 
similar to how it now maintains 
curbs and sidewalks. 

Turnbull argued that citizens 
pay taxes for items of community 
benefit. Although the aprons are 
located on the right of way, he 
said, only the property owner ben- 
efits. He argued against establish- 
ing a policy that “the city will fur- 
nish any property owner who 
wants one with a piece of road 
maintained at public expense.” 

Davis raised several issues that 
will need to be addressed if the 
city assumes responsibility for 
apron maintenance. These in- 
cluded whether homeowners who 
have already replaced their aprons 
would be reimbursed, whether the 
city or the homeowner would de- 
termine whether an apron needs to 
be replaced (and whether council 
would ultimately become the ref- 
eree in case of disputes), and 
whether entrances to townhouse/ 
condominium courts would be 
covered.

and Community Development staff 
notified homeowners in Lakewood 
that their driveway aprons did not 
meet city code. Craze said that 
staff recognized that it is difficult 
for homeowners to arrange for 
apron repairs. For that reason the 
cited homeowners were informed 
that the contractor doing the 
stormwater repairs could also do 
the apron repairs, at the 
homeowner’s expense. 

Charles Kendall, one of the 
homeowners cited, said that the 
apron had been damaged 22 years 
ago when a fire truck drove over it 
to fight a fire in the woods. Now 
that the city has decreed his apron 
defective, the city should repair it, 
he argued, adding that the city 
should help its citizens, not hurt 
them.

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ACE Sets Meetings

The Advisory Committee on 
Education (ACE) met on Novem- 
ber 23 to finalize plans for an 
impressive number of meetings 
and topics for the coming 
months. On December 6, the 
committee will convene a “Prin- 
cipals Night’ meeting to which 
all Greenbelt area school princi- 
pals will be invited. In addition, 
Dr. Eleanor White, the newly-ap- 
pointed director of Region I, 
which includes the Greenbelt 
schools, is expected to be 
present. The next week, on De- 
cember 13, school superintendent 
Dr. Iris T. Metts will be wel- 
comed by the Greenbelt City 
Council at its regular meeting. 
A reception for Dr. Metts will 
precede the meeting. 

In January, ACE will partici- 
pate in a second meeting of local 
education advisory groups to 
compare notes, goals, and 
progress. Greenbelt hosted the 
initial meeting, and Bowie plans 
to host the January 31 meeting. 

On March 14, ACE will spon- 
sor a citizen’s forum with Dr. 
Metts. This will be the main oc- 
casion for Greenbelters to hear 
her plans and question her in 
more detail. 

Greenbelt Elementary 

The committee discussed a ru- 
mor that the student shift at 
Greenbelt Elementary that is 
scheduled for next September 
may not occur until 2002. Sev- 
eral committee members had 
heard the same information. The 


committee will request the city 


council to investigate as this 
change may not be in the best 
interest of Greenbelt students. 
Other issues 

City Manager Mike 
McLaughlin, had written to the 
committee asking for recommen- 
dations on ways that the city 
might be able to support aspects 
of city schools as they become 
more localized. It was brought 
out that Bowie provides’ grants to 
teachers for additional training. 
The committee will discuss this 
issue and respond. 

The committee is concerned 
that the city council has not 
moved forward on its agreement 
to contact local businesses re- 
garding obtaining donations for 
ACE scholarships for Greenbelt 
students. The end of the tax 
year is an excellent time to so- 
licit donations, but the city coun- 
cil has not responded to ACE 
committee reminders.

Tom Thumb would appreci- 
ate Missy Dodd's tiny teapots. 
The staff at “Good Housekeep- 
ing” sure did. The Greenbelt 
resident this year won the 
magazine's Ornament contest, 
and her first-prize handiwork is 
featured in its December issue. 

Dodd, who is an interior 
housepainter living on Ridge 
Road, has sold her teapots at
